RIDICULES: “GRAFT, CHARGES. 


Attorney Osborne pre Gays | Mr. Train Cre- 
ated Atmosphere for Grand Jury. 


The validity of eight ingictments chars- 
ing forgery and four indictments charg- 
ing grand’ larceny returned against Me- 
nicipal Justice John M. Cragen for his 
alleged participation in ‘the raising of 
vouchers from $5, to $50 while he war 
secretary to ‘Borough -President Gresser 
in 1909 was attacked by fofmer Assistant 
District Attorsiey James W. Osborne of 
Manhattan before Justice Stapleton in 
the Queens County Supreme Court, Long 
Istand . City,‘ yesterday. 

Mr. Osborne picked up his copy of the 
Grand Jury minutes and, addressing Jus- 
tice Stapleton, said: 

“Here is what Mr. Train said to that 
Grand Jury,” and then he read: “ “We 
must send some one to jail to arouse and 
appease the taxpayers and throw the 
fear of God into the politicians of 
Queens,’ That is a gentence taken direct 
from the minutes of the Grand Jury,”. he 
concluded. $ 

“Mr. Train, who had charge of this 
particular Grand Jury,” said .Mr. Os- 
borne, “is a writer of books and a past 
thaster in creating atmosphere; and he 
created an atmosphere before this Grand 
Jury which made the indictment of Cra- 
gen inevitable. He first introduced one 
witness who gave direct testimony, and 
then he introduced about 200 who gave 
testimony concerning alleged general con- 
ditions in this borough, until a climax 
was reached when he put young Mo- 
Nally on the witness stand, who gave 
his téstimony against Cragen and led one 
of the jurors ;to exclaim: 

“* Everybody down there in thq Bor- 
ough Hall was corrupt, were they not?’’

THE CONDITION OF THE STREETS. 

The appeal directly to the Governor 
of the Automobile Club in the matter 
of the wretched condition of the. -pave- 
ments in this berough' is a serious pro- 
ceeding. We think that it is quite jus- 
tified by the facts. Doubtless Borough. 
President MCANENY is not personally 
to blame for the bad pavements and the 
unfortunate delay in repairing them. 
Repairs have. been made very slowly. 
Mr. McANENY ‘said ‘yesterday, at the 
meeting of the Board of Estimate, that 
this borough alone needs $10,000,000 
for.the repaving of its streets. Only 
$1,000,000 was appropriated at that 
meeting. 

The justice of the complaint of the 
Automobfie Club is vividly illustrated 
in the album of photographs of the 
pavements submitted with its letter to 
the Governor. The condition of upper 
Broadway alone is a disgrace to, the 
citys It is impossible to drive any ve+ 
hicle on that’ thoroughfare without 
many halts and turns to escape holes in 
the road.. Other streets in all parts of 
the city. are in as bad a state. The as- 
phalt pavements were badly laid in the 
beginning.. It was a grievous mistake 
fo spread ‘the asphalt’on the old Bel- 
gian blocks. They should:have been re- 
moved and a firm, smooth foundation 


-| constructed. — " 


With so small an appropriation as 
was voted yesterday for this work, itis 
likely that nothing more willbe under- 
taken than the patchwork repaving 
which has proved so futile in the past. 


The urgent need of repaving the whole} _- 


town is apparent. /The present City 
Government 1s scarcely confrotited by 
any duty more pressing thah this. -Al- 
though it has been left.to the organiza- 
tion of automobilists to act vigorously 
in this matter, the condition .of the 
streets does not discommode only the 
motorists, and people who hire taxi- 
cabs; but all who ride-in any kind of 
vehicles, all owners of trucks and sup- 
ply wagons, and all other citizens as 
well. The gaping holes in the streets 
are dangerous to everybody, and afford 
shocking evidence ef municipal misgov- 
ernment, They make street cleaning 
practically impossible, and increase the 
volume of germ-laden dust that imper- 
fls health and life. The gratitude of 
every resident of New York is due to 
the gentlemen who have taken up this 
matter. 

Mr. McANENY’s “explanation of the 
causes of the destruction of city pave- 
ments this Winter, in the interview 
with a Trwxs reporter printed this 
morning, is satisfactory, but many of 
the roadways were.in bad condition be- 
fore the Winter set in. His statement 
that the work of repairing is well under 
way, and that the contracts call for its 
completion before April 1, is gratifying. 
But we need new paving, and the extra 
damage caused to the streets by the 
motor cars should be accepted as no 
excuse for bad pavements. The auto- 
mobile is an assuréd fact, to be reck- 

oned with, in the paying of all city 
streets’ We must have~- roadways 
adapted to the use of the automobile.

The Brénnan Cold Storage bill, passed 
by. the Assembly on Wednesday, requires 
that all food kept in cold storage shall be 
labeled—‘‘branded, stamped, or marked in 
some conspicuous place’’—with the pre- 
cise date at which it was taken into the 
warehouse; that this label shall remain 
upon the goods or package at the time of 
their removal, and that, once placed on 
the market for sale, they shall never be 
returned for cold storage. The time with- 
in which the foods shall be kept shall 
neyer exceed six months, except by spe- 
cial permission of the State Commissioher 
of Health, who is clothed with ample 
powers of inspection and supervision of 
the warehouses. The warehousemen shall 
furnish quarterly reports, stating ‘in 
itemized particulars” the quantity of 
each foodstuff kept In storage. They 
shall. be granted permission to keep no 
prdfiuct longer than“@ year, and transfers 
of food from one refrigerating warehouse 
to another in evasion of the law pro- 
hibited. This bill, if it reaches thé Gov- 
ernor for signature, will act decidedly to 
curb the propensities of the ptomaine 
poisoners.

‘Is it not time to inquire into the causes 


were upward of 1,000,000’of our population 
of between 4,000,000 and 5,000,000—20 per 
cent. of the entire population—who were 
either actually in need of the necessaries 
of life or: were drawing upon their mea- 
gre savings for these necessaries. 

It may be said that this condition does 
not exist now. It is safe to say that it 
does not to the same extéhit. That it 
does exist, however, to @. great degree 
is evidenced not only by acts of violent 
crime and assaults and mendicancy,. but 
by the constant appeals for money and 
food, sent out by: the organized charities 
of our city. In the Wisiter and Spring 
months of 1908 hundreds of men were 
committed each month in this city alone 
for vagrancy, the crime (2) of being un- 
employed and homeless. (See extracts 
of letters from City Magistrates. and a 
Supreme Court Justice, written in. Febru- 
ary, 1908, attached to this letter.) 

This is a condition that is always pres- 
ent in every ‘large city of this and most 
other civilized countries—and.in what we 
call “ good times’’ the problem is simply 
less ‘serious than in “hard times.” We 
are never free from it, and our treatment 
of these unfortunate men is always the 
same—imprisonment in the workhouse or 
other ‘penal institution, usually without 
employment even’ in prison—for terms 
varying from twenty-nine days to six 
months; then the discharge at the expira- 
tion of the term and rearrest and con- 
viction sheuld the men—now ex-convicts 
in the eyes of the world—still be unable 
to find work. 

It may be that the beggar on our atreets 
—sometimes threatening or even violent— 
is not of the honestly unemployed :class, 
i. ‘e., @ man’ who has earnestly sought 
work and could not find it.- But who is 
to decide?

LESSONS FROM GREAT STARS 


Boucicault Taught That the Big Thing 
in Acting Is the Domination of the 
Thought—Diplomas for 32 Pupils. 


Graduation exercises of the twenty-sev- 
enth year of the American Academy of 
Dramatic Arts were held at the Empire 
Theatre yesterday afternoon when thirty, 
two possible actors and actresses sestueah 
diplomas and were sent out into the world 
to seek engagements. Henry Miller was 
the principal, speaker to give the young 
People the benefit of a part of his ex- 
perience, and others who had something 
to say were the Academy’s President, 
Franklin Sargent, Dr. James J. Walsh, 
Laura Sedgwick Collins of the Alumnae 
Association, and William C. De Mille of 
the Faculty. 

Mr. Miller’s talk was on the mistakes, 
some of them, that he had made and 
about which he could warn others. Act- 
ors, he said, required a number of quali- 
ties, and among them are the imagination 
of a poet, the sense of appreciation of a 
litterateur, the ear and sense of time of 
@ musician, the grace of a dancer, the 
expertness of a fencer, the courage of @ 
soldier, and the “ pachyderm of a rhinoc- 
erus.”’ 

From Booth, Dion Boucicault, and Jef- 
ferson-he had received the greatest of his 
benefits. Booth, he said, had taught him 
the value of foil play, of the grace and

UNJUST VERDICT, SAYS TYLER: 


Advised That Courts Here Will Not 
Recognize Mascagni! Judgment. 


Frequent imquiries having been made of 
Liebler & Co. for information respécting 
the cabled announcements from Milar 
that. Mascagni, and Sonzonga, his pub- 
lisher had obtained judgnients against 
Liebler & Co. ‘for alleged non-fulfiliment 
of the contracts entered into with respect 
to the production of the opera “Ysobel,” 
George C. Tyler, Managing Director of 
Liebler &-Co., yesterday said: 

“In January last our firm gave to the 
press a letter which we had previously 


forwarded to Mascagni and Sonzonga, and 


which fully set forth the reasons for our 
fnability to. produce the opera “ Ysobel.’ 
Nothing has since transpired which could 
possibly alter our position as stated in 
that communication. Subsequently, we 
were informed that Mascagni and Son- 
zonga had instituted, or contemplated in- 
stituting, in the Italian courts an action 
against us for what. they deemed to 
consider an alleged breach of the con- 
tracts-on our part. Whereupon, we con- 
sulted with our attorney here with respect 
to the actions brought or to be brought, 
and we were advised. not to submit our- 
selves to the jurisdiction of the Italian 
courts by voluntarily appearing there and 
defending the action.

THAW - BEHIND CHARGES? 


Prisoner’s Counsel Tries to Show His 
Influence tn the Exposures—insane 
Patients to be Questioned. 


George Galbraith, the Matteawan at- riptans. 


tendant on whose testimony Daniel Riley, 
another attendant; was held for examina- 
tion on a churge of manslaughter in the 
first degree in connection with the death 
of John J. Nugent, a patient, failed to 
appear yesterday when the examination 
began before County Judge Hesbrouck at 
Poughkeepsie. Galbraith sent a telegram 
from New Rochelle, where he formerly 
lived, to his attorney, John J. Donnelly of 
Pishkill Landing, saying that he would be 
unable to be tn court yesterday as he had 
been sick for two. days. 

Judge Hasbrouck at once forfeited the 
bond of $150 under which Galbraith had 
been held.ag a materia} witness and’ is- 
sued an attachment for his arrest. Dis- 
trict Attorney Mack telephoned .to the 
police at New Rochelle to arrect Gal- 
braith, but they had found no trace of 
him up to midnight. 

Galbraith was the only witn ness against 
Riley whose evidence had been’ given, but 
Norman A. Lees, the former inmate of 
the asylum who has been active in ob- 
taining the liberation of other patients, 
geve in court the names of five patients 
and one other attendant who, he was in- 
formed, could give corroborative testi- 
mony .as to the alleged “‘kneeing”’ of 
Nugent by Riley. Mr. Lees had with- 
held these. names. heretofore, on the 
ground that he feared the witnesses 
might be tampered with if their names 
were known. District Attorney Mack ob- 
tained from Dr, Amos T. Baker, Assist- 


eral ant Superintendent of the asylum, who 


was in attendance, his promise that noth- 
ing would be said to these witnesses at 
the asylum until they had been inter- 
viewed by Mr. Mack. The District At- 
torney said he would go to the asylum 
and find out what they knew eout Nu- 
gent’s death. 

The proceedings vesterday were enliv- 
ened by attempts by Riley's counsel, ex- 
District Attorney George Wood, to show 
that recent attacks on the management of 
the Matteawan Asylum, including the 
charge that Nugent’s death was due to 
yiglence really emanated from Harry K. 

Under Mr, Wood's cross-éxamina-

at Matteawan for seven months and ‘a 
half. He had been charged with arson 
on his own confession and sent to Mat- 
teawan as insane. He said in reality 
he had not set a fire, as he had con- 
fessed, and at the time was sufferin 
from alerholic delusions.
